VISCOUNT GREY'S VIEW ON 
WORLD PROBLEMS, 


Important Factors: Washington 
Conversations and Germany 


London, Apr. 28. 

Viscount, Grey, who waa Foreign 
Secretary in 1914, veviewed some of 
the current. work!" problems in. an 
address to the delegates after his 
reelection to-day ag President of 
the “Liberal” Council, "Ho "mage 
arkicular reference to reeent events 
In Germany. 

‘At the outset, he expressed warm 
approval of the step taken by tho 
Brting Minister sn aecoping res 
dent Roosevelt's invitation. He said 
that he wag convinced that the eo- 
operation of the United States. was 
Jone of the most important factors in 
“puting “the workd. round.” He 
described the "meeting between 
President Roosevelt and Mr. Mace 
Donald as one between. two men of 
‘the utmost goodwill, who had a real 











.|desive to. see the world relieved of 


its present diticuities. 

Referring, to Germany, he said 
that he could not help cling very. 
depressed. at what. had happened 
there lately. “What ‘would. anyone 
feel ify at this moment, Germany 
was a4 ‘powerfully armed ay” she 
Wwas in 10914? he said, and added that 
The: peace: of Europe ‘would be ve- 
sanded as most insecure. 

“The great security of peace now 
is that Germany is not armed and 
‘ot in a position to go to wary” sald 
Viscount Grey. “The whole trend of 
her poliey and the trend of her men- 
tality’ has. been “to aiock British 
Shinn, whieh, after ‘the wary was 

ubedly in "many. ways, ‘sym 
tie with Germany.” We felt 
that Germany, though defeated, was 
‘a great nation, great in selene¢ and 
Ine, and soine of the reat men 
wwe honoured were not only Germans 
int ‘also Jews. 

“Suddenly there comes this attack 
on the Jews, showing that, Germany 
Svas not prepared to give them 
feven tolerance, Our. efforts after 
the war tended to create peaceful 
feeling but to-day ‘the situation hao 
tremendously” disappointed public 
feelings in this country.
